Committee meetings as an abutter to the cabana 
project. But as he attended more meetings, he 
became intrigued by the proceedings. He saw res- 
idents get bogged down in the process of getting

Schools draw 
a line in the sand

While selectmen approved a school budget 
meant to maintain most educational services, the 
School Committee has said that it is simply not 
good enough. 

The School Committee unanimously support- 
ed Superintendent Claudia Bach’s $55.7 million 
dollar budget request on Monday — a request $1.3 
million more than the selectmen supported. 

“What we’re doing with this vote is saying that 
we've put together a terrific budget and chal- 
lenged the status quo,” said School Committee 
member Tony James. “We're actually doing the 
same with less and adding on to that with rebuild- 
ing.” 

Bach's budget aims to restore school services 
that have been cut in recent years due to inade- 
quate funds, putting $760,000 towards rebuilding. 

“We think (the budget) is responsible and dis- 
ciplined,” said School Committee Chairman 
Debra Silberstein. “And it doesn’t go as far as 
we'd like it to.” 

If the School Committee fails to reach a com- 
promise with selectmen by Town Meeting next 
month, voters will have to decide between sup- 
porting an override, or cutting town or school ser- 
vices, unless the $1.3 million gap is closed by 
updated budget projections. 

“We're constantly monitoring all the major 
pieces on a week-to-week basis,” said public 
school Business Administrator Evan Katz. 

School Committee members hope a good por- 
tion of the gap will be closed by an increase in 
state education aid, as local delegates have been 
pressuring state officials for more money on 
Andover’s behalf. 

“We anticipate that as we continue to refine 
those (projected) numbers, the gap will continue 
to go down,” said Silberstein. 

The School Committee will continue to work 
with selectmen toward further closing the gap 
before April 24. “We have four more weeks 
before Town Meeting,” said James. “In that four 
weeks there is a lot of work to be done.”

After a rather subdued campaign season, 
| all incumbents in the two major contested 
| races were returned to office. 

While selectmen candidate Joseph Leone 
received more than 1,000 votes, that still left 
him nearly 500 short of unseating one of the 
two incumbents. The two School Committee 
incumbents were sweating a bit more though, 
as newcomer Ann Weld showed a strong 
| backing in town. 

Weld finished with 1,246 votes, only 57 
shy of Arthur Barber’s 1,303. 

“I’m really not disappointed at al..” said 
Weld. “I'm thankful for the support. We said 
all along that every vote would count.” 

Weld said she might consider running for 
School Committee again in one of the 
upcoming years. 

“T never leave a door shut,” she said. 

Leading vote-getter Anthony “Tony” 
James was not too far ahead of Weld either, 
with 1,313 votes — only 10 more than Barber. 

“I didn’t know what to expect,” said 
James. “It’s always good to win, but I never 
make predictions.” 

James said his immediate focus is seeing 
that Superintendent Claudia Bach’s $55.7 
million budget request is satisfied. 

“T'll continue to fight for every cent of the 
superintendent’s budget,” he said. “We'll 
work with legislators, selectmen and the 
Finance Committee to find that money that 
the kids of Andover deserve.” 

Barber said he also is focused on the bud- 
get, and believes it helps that both incumbents

Following a year in which he became a polar- 
izing figure to some by opposing a plan for a new 
senior center, Brian Major was returned to office 
with fellow selectmen incumbent Ted Teichert.

Day ahead 
for Andover 


Vietnam veterans 
monument to be unveiled 
on holiday

Andover will have a new memorial for Viet- 
nam War veterans, and it should be ready in time 
for a Memorial Day unveiling. 

The Board of Selectmen approved on Monday 
the installation of such a memorial in the Park at 
the corner of Chestnut Street and Whittier Court. 

The monument will be 4 feet wide, 7 feet tall 
and 10 inches thick and located on the opposite 
side of the Park from the World War IT memori- 
al. 

Seven Andover residents were killed in Viet- 
nam. Their names will be engraved on the 
memorial. 

Another 1,004 Andover residents served in 
some capacity during Vietnam War era. 

The vote was 4-0 in favor of the monument, 
with John Hess abstaining. 

Hess had advocated for more citizen input 
into the monument’s design and location, even if 
that meant a delay in installation. 

Selectman Mary Lyman voted in favor of the 
monument, although she echoed Hess’ senti- 
ments, saying that she received feedback from 
residents after the World War II monument was 
constructed, expressing a wish for a more open 
process for deciding the design and location of 
the monument. 

“In the future I'd like to be able to open things 
up,” she said. 

Veterans Services Director John Doherty 
announced plans in September to unveil a pri- 
vately funded monument in time for Memorial 
Day festivities on May 29. 

Doherty and Ted Whitman, the commander of 
the American Legion Post 8 in Andover, came up 
with the monument’s design, which they say is 
similar to most other Vietnam memorials around 
the country. 

The monument will be located under the trees, 
without a flagpole or lights. 

Doherty brought seven Andover veterans to 
Monday night’s meeting, including those who

served in World War II, Vietnam, Korea and 
Operation Iraqi Freedom. 

Warren Kearns thanked selectmen for their 
approval. Born in Andover in 1923, he served in 
the Navy during World War II and Korea and 
then served in active Navy reserve. 

One of his twin sons, Stephen Kearns, fought 
in Vietnam. 

Stephen Kearns died at age 48. 

No taxpayer money will be used to build the 
monument, Doherty said. He will pay for the 
construction and installation using money he 
inherited from his aunt. 

The American Legion Post 8 plans to donate a 
granite bench to be placed in front of the monu- 
ment, similar to the one in front of the World War 
II monument. 

Doherty and Whitman said they solicited 
input from several groups in town, including the 
Patriotic Holiday Committee, the American 
Legion Post 8 and the Disabled American Veter- 
ans, Chapter 18 in Andover. They also talked 
with local World War II and Korean veterans. 

The memorial will be constructed with the 
same blue-gray granite as the World War II 
memorial and comes with a lifetime guarantee.

The Andover Community 
Trust wants a family with at least 
one child — and preferably three 
or four children — to move into 
the permanently affordable 
home it’s building at 13 Heather 
Dr. 

That’s discrimination against 
those without children, charges 
one neighbor, and she wants the 
attorney general to take action. 

Heather Drive neighbor 
Louise Hart said ACT’s guide- 
line calling for children younger 
than 16 to be living in the home 
discriminates based on familial 
status, putting the nonprofit 
organization in violation of the 
Fair Housing Act. 

While ACT and a state attor- 
ney disagree with Hart’s inter- 
pretation of the law, Hart plans 
to pursue her claim. 

As defined by the US Depart- 
ment of Justice on the DOJ’s 
Web site, “The Fair Housing Act 
prohibits discrimination by 
direct providers of housing... 
whose discriminatory practices 
make housing unavailable to 
persons because of: race or 
color, religion, sex, national ori- 
gin, familial status, or disability.” 

“Affordable housing is sup- 
posed to be non-discriminatory,” 
said Hart. “The ACT didn’t just 
say that an affordable home 
would be made available. They 
said a house would be awarded 
to a young family with two to 
four children. That immediately 
makes it not (available) to every- 
one.” 

ACT President Sue Stott said 
the group is not discriminating, 
but only trying to fill every bed- 
room in the house. 

“We're building three-bed- 
room houses,” said Stott. “We 
think that they’re appropriate for 
families with children. The size 
of the family has to be appropri- 
ate to the size of the house.” 

Hart originally filed a dis- 
crimination complaint with the 
state Department of Housing and 


_ Community Development when 


the ACT denied her application 
to serve as the representative 
neighbor on the selection com- 
mittee that will determine in late 


April who lives in the Heather 
Drive home. Stott has explained 
that Hart wasn’t chosen because 
she no longer has children in the 
Andover public schools living at 
home. Because the owners of the 
affordable home will have chil- 
dren, Stott said, so should the 
neighbor who chooses them. 
Hart said only two households 
on the entire street currently 
have children in the school sys- 
tem and complained to DHCD 
that such a standard discrimi- 
nates based on familial status. 

Alexander Whiteside, the 
Chief Councel at DHCD, agrees 
with Hart that the criterion used 
by the ACT to choose the final 
selection committee member 
discriminates against those with- 
out children in the public 
schools, but said that in this con- 
text, it is discrimination only by 
definition, not by law. 

“Not every discrimination is 
illegal,” he said. “We did not 
think there was unlawful dis- 
crimination in saying that they 
would like someone with young 
children on the selection com- 
mittee under the housing law. 
The law applies only to the sale 
and rental of the house.” 

Hart explained to Whiteside 
that according to the ACT’s 
affordable home owner guide- 
lines, the same standard used in 
choosing the final member of the 
selection committee is also being 
used in choosing the buyer of the 
house, she said, clearly violating 
the housing law. 

“The ACT has said straight 
out that that those who will be 
considered to live in the house 
must have young children living 
at home,” she said. 

Whiteside again dismissed 
her claim, arguing that the law 
isn’t applicable to people who 
don’t have children; that it’s only 
meant to protect those who do. 

“Discrimination on account 
of familial status is generally 
considered as discrimination 
against parents and other custo- 
dians living with children under 
the age of 18,’ Whiteside stated 
in an e-mail to the Zownsman. 
“These are the people in the so- 
called ‘protected class’ who are 
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entitled to make a claim of such 
discrimination. | don't believe 
that persons without children 
under 18 are entitled to make a 
claim of discrimination on 
account of ‘familial status.” 

“If you can’t discriminate 
against those who have chil- 
dren,” Hart responded, “then you 
can’t discriminate against those 
who don’t. Just like if you can’t 
discriminate against a single par- 
ent, you can’t discriminate 
against a married couple.” 

Whiteside said Hart should 
take her complaint to the Massa- 
chussetts Commission Against 
Discrimination if she wants to 
further pursue her claim, but he 


does not believe she has much of 


a case. 

“There is a law against illegal 
discrimination,” he said. “We 
don’t have any indication that 
the law is going to be broken. 
We have every expectation that 
the law. will be meticulously 
observed.” 

Hart said she informed both 
MCAD and the attorney gener- 
al’s office of the circumstances, 
but has yet to hear a substantial 
response from either. 

“Normal and usual proce- 
dures are for the enforcement 
agencies to investigate the valid- 
ity of the complaint prior to 
responding to me,” she wrote in 
an e-mail to the Zownsman, “I 
would not expect them to 
respond to me this quickly for 
they would still be in the investi- 
gatory stage.” 

Hart did say, however, that 
the attorney general's office 
advised her to bring her com- 
plaint before other enforcement 
agencies such as the Department 
of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment, which she intends to do in 
the immediate future. 

“This is not just about the 
composition or membership of 
the selection committee,” Hart 
said. “It’s about equal rights and 
the application of laws.”

Residents need carbon monoxide detectors 
New law goes into effect tomorrow, Friday 


State Fire Marshal Stephen 
D. Coan and Chief Charles H. 
Murnane Jr. inform homeown- 
ers that as of March 31, carbon 
monoxide alarms will be 
required in all residences with 
potential sources of carbon 
monoxide. The vast majority of 
homes will not be required to 
install hard-wired systems 
although, where hard-wired sys- 
tems are required by regulation, 
the deadline is Jan. 1, 2007. The 
Board of Fire Prevention Regu- 
lations recently passed emer- 
gency regulations to implement 
the law known as “Nicole’s 
Law.” 

State Fire Marshal Stephen 
D. Coan said, “Each year we see 
the devastating effects of carbon 
monoxide poisoning. Many of 
these incidents are avoidable 
with early detection and warn- 
ing as provided through this new 
law.” 

“The fire service urged pas- 
sage of this legislation and the 
Andover Fire Department stand 
ready to educate and assist 
homeowners meet the new 
requirement for carbon monox- 
ide alarms, said Murnane.

General Requirements 

For most residential build- 
ings with fossil fuel burning 
equipment or enclosed parking 
areas, the new regulations 


| require carbon monoxide alarms 
| on every level of the home or 


dwelling unit including habit- 
able portions of basements and 
attics. On levels with sleeping 


| areas the alarms must be placed 
| within ten feet of the bedroom 


doors. The regulations allow the 
following options for CO 
alarms: 


* Battery operated with bat- 
tery monitoring; or 

¢ Plug-ins with battery back- 
up; or 

¢ Hard-wired with battery 
backup; or 

* Low voltage system; or 

* Wireless, or 

* Qualified combination 
smoke and carbon monoxide 
alarm. 


Acceptable combination alarms 

Acceptable combination 
smoke and carbon monoxide 
alarms must have simulated 
voice and tone alarms that clear- 
ly distinguish between the two 
types of emergencies. The state 
building code mandates that 
only photoelectric smoke alarms 
are permitted within 20 feet of a 
bathroom or kitchen. Con- 
sumers are urged to check with 
the local fire department on 
whether a specific alarm meet 
the code requirements. 


Alternative compliance option 

Owners of larger buildings 
with centralized or minimal 
sources of carbon monoxide 
may wish to consider the alter- 
native compliance option con- 
tained in the regulation. 


Enforcement 

Fire departments are current- 
ly required to inspect smoke 
alarms when homes are being 
sold and transferred. Starting 
March 31, (or Jan. 1, 2007 
where hard-wired alarms are 
required) fire departments will 
now inspect all residences upon 
sale and transfer for carbon 
monoxide alarms.

The Main Street Committee 
announced to selectmen on Monday 
that it will withdraw its petition for a 
newsracks bylaw in town, citing 
concem from local newspaper pub- 
lishers. 

“The publishers are unhappy 
with it,” Abigail O’ Hara of the Main 
Street Committee told the board on 
Monday night. 

The members of the $3 million 
downtown improvement project 
want to buy metal newsracks and 
place nearly 40 outdoor news boxes 
into these corrals at designated loca- 
tions in the downtown business dis- 
trict. Another article at Town Meet- 
ing would have charged publica- 
tions to be placed in the boxes, with 
the money designated to mainte- 
nance of the corrals. 

O'Hara said the committee has

not given up on the project, but will 
work for another year to come up 
with a different proposal. 

“We’ ve got to get this resolved,” 
she said. 

The issue of regulating news- 
racks has become a hot topic around 
the country. 

The St. Petersburg Times and the 
Tampa Tribune sued the city of 
Madeira Beach, Fla. in federal court, 
claiming that a newsracks ordinance 
there violated free speech rights 
because it regulated the type and 
positioning of newsracks within the 
city. 

Oiher legislation has not gone so 
far. New York City Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg passed newsrack legis- 
lation in his city in September 2002. 
That law requires that racks contain 
fresh copies, be registered with the 
city and properly maintained. 
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Newsracks control bylaw shelved 


O'Hara said the Supreme Court 
allows municipalities to regulate 
news boxes on the basis of safety 
and aesthetics. Peter Caruso, the 
attorney who represents the 
Andover Townsman and the Eagle 
Tribune, has disagreed with O’ Hara, 
questioning whether the Andover 
warrant article is legal. 

“The warrant article as written is 
contrary to established law and is 
legally flawed,” he said earlier this 
year. “Limiting newspaper distribu- 
tion by forcing newspapers into 
government-owned boxes and then 
charging rent will not pass constitu- 
tional muster — at least not in Amer- 
ica.” 

The Main Street Committee said 
it has safety concerns about unregu- 
lated newsracks. “There should be a 
general set of regulations for news- 
racks,” said O’ Hara.

conservation approval for projects. 

“Tt was outrageous what I witnessed at these 
meetings,” he said. “I watched people who had to 
endure the process and just gave up.” 

This was particularly outrageous because addi- 
tions or changes to homes built prior to 1999 
should be exempt from the bylaw, said Gillis. That 
is what the voters approved at 1999 Town Meet- 
ing, he said. 

However, the bylaw is being applied to nearly 
every house in Andover, even though the commis- 
sion approves about 99 percent of the cases that 
appear before them, said Gillis. The town’s bylaw 
is more restrictive than the state’s guidelines. 

“The citizens of Andover need to vote on this 
the way it’s being applied,” said Gillis. “If that’s 
what the citizens want, then great, vote for it.” 

Conservation Commission Chairman Donald 
Cooper said the exemption for single family and 
two family residences built prior to 1999 applies 
only to cases where homeowners are looking to 
add things such as pools and sheds. 

“Is a 1,900 square foot cabana the kind of pro- 
ject that should be exempt from the bylaw?” asked 
Cooper. 

He said most petition signers are cabana neigh- 
bors. 

“It’s not unreasonable to deduce that this is 
related to the cabana,” he said. 

The so-called cabana, which sits next to the 
newly constructed pool on Daniel and Lynn Gib- 
son’s property at 3 Hazelwood Circle, was built 
last year after the homeowners received verbal 
approval for a project from then Conservation 
Director Jim Greer. The problem, according to 


town officials, is that Greer never had the authori- 
ty to exempt the project from local wetlands 
bylaws. Only the Conservation Commission holds 
that approval, they have said. The commission was 
unaware the project existed until abutters raised 
concerns about the construction project neighbors 
say they were never notified about. 

“(The Gibsons) regretfully got bad advice from 
the former conservation director, but it has nothing 
to do with the bylaw,” said Cooper. 

The town has also said that the project has 
grown in scope from the one given verbal approval 
by Greer. 

Anything within 100 feet of a wetland area 
comes under the jurisdiction of the town Conser- 
vation Commission. But Commissioner Paul Fin- 
ger said the town is less likely to scrutinize pro- 
jects that are at least SO feet away from the wetland 
boundary. 

The cabana was built well-within the “no dis- 
turb” wetland buffer zone required by the town’s 
wetland bylaws but was never approved by the 
town Conservation Commission. 

The Gibsons have appealed their case to the 
state Department of Environmental Protection for 
superseding approval of their project. 


Town Meeting 

Seventeen signatures supporting the proposal 
accompanied Gillis’ petition were certified by the 
town clerk. 

Selectmen recommended disapproval of Gillis” 
warrant article by a vote of 5-0. 

“J don’t see any evidence that we’re incorrectly 
applying the wetlands protection bylaw,” said 
Selectman Brian Major. 

“We're counting on the fact that residents will 
see through the smokescreen,” said Cooper.

Town’s Lyme disease cases triple 


These students are studying why — and how to prevent it 


By Greta Cuyler 

Lyme disease cases are on the rise, particular- 
ly in Andover, which has one of the highest rates 
in the state, says a team of UMass Lowell nursing 
students. 

The team of five seniors, including Andover 
student Lisa Tylus, has been studying Andover for 
nearly eight months. 

The students will present their findings — and 
ways residents can protect themselves — on April 
3 from 7:30 to 8:30 p.m. at Memorial Hall 
Library. “Combatting Lyme disease in Andover” 
is free and open to the public. It is one of the 
town’s featured events during National Public 
Health Week April 3 to 7. 

The number of Lyme disease cases in town has 
nearly tripled since 2002, from 14 to 41 cases. Yet 
Lyme disease receives less attention than some 
other diseases, said research-team members. 

“Andover has more (cases of) Lyme disease 
than either EEE or West Nile Virus,” said nursing 
student Meghan Conole. 

The presentation will give an overview of the 
disease, symptoms, testing and treatment, its 
prevalence in Andover and precautionary mea- 
sures residents can adopt. 

“I know that I’m glad that we finally have 
something to educate the public, to show where 
the research is going,” said student Laura Olisky. 
“We actually get to interact with the public and 
implement our plan.” 

Dr. Anthony Turiano, medical consultant to the 
Andover Health Department, will discuss Lyme 
disease testing and treatment. 


The students receive class credit for their study. 
During their first semester, they did an assessment 
of Andover. This semester thay have been 
addressing health issues, which includes perform- 
ing community outreach. 

“Not only do we get a presentation for 
Andover, but it’s the perfect time,”’said Joanne 
Martel, assistant director of public health. People 
are most at risk for the disease dring the spring, 
and anyone who spends time outdoors is suscep- 
tible, she said. The disease is carried by deer ticks. 

Only about a third of all Lyme disease cases 
present with the typical “bullseye” pattern, where 
a ring forms around the tick bite, said Martel. 

Patients often have Jatent symptoms of the dis- 
ease, said Jane Morrissey, public health nurse for 
the town. If not treated promptly, patients can suf- 
fer long term effects 

“We try to educate them and encourage them 
to get medical treatment if they’re not getting bet- 
ter,” she said. 

The health department tracks the number of 
cases in town and sends the statistics and method 
of diagnosis to the state, which in turn passes the 
information on to the Centers for Disease Control 

in Atlanta. 

There are typical courses of treatment for the 
disease, although treatment is also based on when 
a person is diagnosed, said Martel. 

One of the nursing students, Lisa Tylus, is a 
2002 graduate of Andover High School.

- Andover man insists pharmacies must report all errors

A local man who spearhead- 
ed legislation on Beacon Hill to 
require pharmacies to report 
mistakes is angered the bill’s 
language was changed without 
his consent. 

Ed Barrett of Andover ended 
up in the hospital in 2004 after 
his pharmacy gave him someone 
else’s prescription. 

Since then, he has been 
working with State Sen. Susan 
Tucker (D-Andover) to require 
walk-in pharmacies to report 
dispensing errors. 

“I give Mr. Barrett a great 
deal of credit in participating in 
the process,” Tucker said in 
November 2005. “He did an 
excellent job in presenting to the

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committee and caught the ear of 
a lot (of them) because his story 
was so distressing.” 

Tucker sponsored $2098, 
which would require pharma- 


cies to report all mistakes made 
in dispensing drugs. 

But now Barrett says the Sen- 
ate bill has changed, without his 
input, and he wants the original 
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language of the bill reinstated. 

The new bill, $2434, would 
require pharmacies to conform 
to the same standard that exists 
for hospitals. They would report 
dispensing errors that result in 
“serious injury.” The bill is now 
being discussed in the Health- 
care Financing Committee. 

“Basically (Tucker’s staff) 
was trying to tell me the new 
version is what I really wanted,” 
said Barrett. But he said his sig- 
nature is on the originally word- 
ed bill because that is the lan- 
guage he wanted. He believes 
the new bill does not go far 
enough. 

“What is ‘serious injury’ ?” 
he asked. “I think it’s a serious 
issue if you get home with Mary 


Smith’s blue pills and your pills 
are pink.” 

Tucker’s office declined to 
comment. 

Barrett said has not been able 
to get an answer from Tucker's 
office as to how and why the bill 
was changed. 

The original bill was publi- 
cized, had a hearing and people 
had an opportunity to comment 
on it, he said. That has not hap- 
pend with the revised bill 

Barrett said he was told by 
Rep. Robert Correia’s office that 
Tucker was solely responsible 
for the bill's wording change. 
On Tuesday, Correia declined to 
comment on how the bill was 
changed and deferred questions 
on the issue to Tucker's office

The Massachusetts Medical 
Society supported Barrett's ini- 
tiative and wrote in support of it 
in October 2005. A spokesman 
said it is likely the organization 
would still support the new bill. 

“The new version is not 
inconsistent with what came for- 
ward,” said Richard Gulla, 
adding that the society's com- 
mittee on legislation has not 
reviewed the new bill yet. 

Barrett said Tucker's office 
told him the senator would 
recall the updated bill and rein- 
state the original language as 
Barrett requested.

Early education pays dividends 


Editor, Townsman: 

With high stakes testing start- 
ing as early as third grade and a 
global economy that is demand- 
ing more from our students and 
workers, Massachusetts parents, 
school officials and elected lead- 
ers are searching for ways to 
enhance and optimize our chil- 
dren’s early learning experi- 
ences. In recent years, 
researchers have confirmed that 
the human brain develops more 
rapidly between birth and age 5 
than during any other subsequent 
period. It has also become clear 
that the educational investment 
with the greatest return — for 
children, families and the econo- 
my — is high-quality preschool. 

Acting on these facts, the 
state House of Representatives 
took an important step toward 
ensuring that every young child 
in the Commonwealth has 
access to high-quality preschool 
by unanimously passing legisla- 
tion, An Act Relative to Early 
Education and Care, which cre- 
ates the statutory infrastructure 
for a new universal high-quality 
prekindergarten program. This 
action builds upon the progress 
the House made on prioritizing 
high-quality early education 
with the creation in 2004 of the 
independent Board and consoli- 
dated Department of Early Edu- 
cation and Care. 

Why focus on early educa- 
tion? The research is clear: 


* Children who participate in 
high-quality early childhood 
education develop better lan- 
guage skills, score higher in 
school-readiness tests and have 
better social skills and fewer 
behavioral problems once they 
enter school. 

¢ Children with high-quality 
learning experiences are 30 per- 
cent more likely to graduate 
from high school, and more than 
twice as likely to go to college. 

¢ Children with high-quality 
early learning experiences are 40 
percent less likely to need spe- 
cial education or be held back a 
grade. 

In addition to being the right 
thing to do for children, high- 
quality preschool also is good 
for our economy. Several longi- 
tudinal studies have shown that 
high-quality programs for chil- 
dren as young as 3 can return 
more than $7 to society for every 
$1 initially invested in increased 
earning for participants and 
reduced costs on special educa- 
tion, welfare dependency and 
crime. As for Massachusetts, a 
study by Dr. Clive Belfield of 
Queens College and Columbia 
University in collaboration with 
Dr. Patrick McEwan of Welles- 
ley College, found that for every 
$1 spent on two years of 
preschool, the state would 
recoup $1.18 in savings and 
additional revenue. 

This is why the action that the 


House of Representatives has 
taken is so important. The new 
Massachusetts Universal 
Prekindergarten Program has a 
number of critical provisions, 
including: voluntary participa- 
tion for programs and families; a 
focus on high standards 
designed to meet and enhance 
the child’s ability to make age- 
appropriate progress in the 
development of cognitive, lin- 
guistic, social, emotional and 
physical capacities; inclusion of 
educationally sound, evaluative 
tools to assess age-appropriate 
progress and kindergarten readi- 
ness of preschool-aged children; 
the creation of a comprehensive 
system for measuring the perfor- 
mance and effectiveness of pro- 
grams providing early education 
and care; and a mandate that the 
early education and care pro- 
gram be delivered through a 
mixed system of public and pri- 
vate providers and programs. 
The legislation is now awaiting 
action in the Senate. 
Massachusetts has always 
been a national leader in public 
education, from Horace Mann 
through the Education Reform 
Act of 1993. Creation of a uni- 
versal high-quality preschool 
program will continue this tradi- 
tion of leadership and give our 
kids an early start on success.

New Medicare program gives elderly the run around 


Editor, Townsman: 

I am writing about the 
Medicare benefits program. 

I was informed that starting 
on Jan. 1, the new Medicare D 
benefit will assist elders in pay- 
ing for prescription drugs. I am 
80 years oid and belong to the 
group with Medicaid and 
Medicare A and B. The new pro- 
gram is very complicated and 
made me sick. 

Having a lot of information 
about the new drug program 
from the newspapers, Internet, 
the SHINE program, from Exec- 
utive Director of Elder Services 
of the Merrimack Valley 
Rosanne DiStefano (she sent to 
me five new phone numbers and 
Web sites to find information), a 
special report on Medicare’s new 
drug plan from the Congressman 
Marty Meehan, and from televi- 
sion in English and Russian lan- 
guages, I sent a list with the 
names of medications I am tak- 
ing to the Elder Services of the 
Merrimack Valley. The SHINE 
program checked the medication 
with the Part D Prescription 
Drug plans and sent a letter to 
me on Dec. 20, with recommen- 
dations to choose a plan that 
covered my medications. 

I went to the CVS located at 
68 Main St. in Andover with this 


letter and called my plan compa- 
ny and was told everything was 
OK. 

But when I came to the CVS 
in January, they refuse to give 
me medications and asked for an 
ID number. I didn’t have any let- 
ter with the ID number and 
nobody told me about this num- 
ber in December. I didn’t have 
the yellow letter and the hand- 
book with recommendations. 

I was told that I should call 
the insurance company. I spent 
more than four hours calling it. 
Nobody cares about my problem 
and everybody gave me a new 
phone number. They said to me 
“hold on” and never came back, 
or “call later,’ or “please wait” 
and never contacted me, or 
“Jeave a message.” | left eight or 
nine messages, but nobody 
called me back. I tried to call 
them on Jan. 5 and Jan. 6 and 
finally I had an answer from a 
woman named Vivian. She 
promised to send to me the card 
with the ID number and refused 
to give me the number over the 
phone. But I never got this card. 

I called again on Jan. 11. 1 
spent again hours and hours and 
had the same answers. Finally | 
talked with Susan from Florida. 
She didn’t tell me the ID number 
on the phone and promised me 


to send the card. I begged her to 
help me get my medications 
(CVS gave me my prescriptions 
at three pills). I took the medica- 
tions every other day instead of 
every day and got sick. Susan 
called the CVS but I never got 
the card. Now, I still don’t have 
the card with the ID number and 
don’t have the Medicare Part D. 

I had a message from the 
CVS pharmacy two weeks ago 
to come and bring the Medicare 
card to pick up my medications. 
What am I supposed to do? Who 
is responsible for this disorder? 
Who is responsible for making 
me sick? 

President George Bush calls 
the program “the greatest 
advance in health care for 
seniors and Americans with dis- 
abilities since the creation of 
Medicare 40 years ago.” It is not 
a great program for the elderly. 
Everything is very complicated. 

My new case manager visited 
me on March 13 and promised 
that in one to two weeks I would 
receive the cards with the ID 
number and Medicare part D. I 
still don’t believe. May God help 
all elderly to navigate the com- 
plicated choices and find 
answers right for them.

Oliver Twist 


BY CHARLES DICKENS

This book is a classic, about the adventures of an 

orphan who becomes a survivor on the streets of London. 

HE RAGS-TO-RICHES TALE of a young orphan is 

one that has endured the test of time in literature. 

Oliver Twist is arguably the novel that birthed 

this type of story, and it continues to live on to 

this day as on of the most influential and important pieces 

of literature ever written, by one of the most well-known 

authors in the world — Charles 
Dickens. 

Oliver Twist spends his 
early life growing up in 
absolutely terrifying and hor- 
rible conditions. Forced to 
work in a workhouse under 
the malevolent eye of Mr. 
Bumble, he lives in constant 
fear and misery. 

Eventually, Oliver takes to 
the streets and is befriended 
by a pickpocket named the 
Artful Dodger and the shad- 

owy figure Fagin. 
Oliver learns about the underworld of England, and 
what it takes to survive in such a cold society. Oliver has 
no idea however, how his luck is about to change for the 
better. In fact, everything he ever dreamed of will seems 
possible as Oliver finally finds himself with the prospect 
of having a family. 

Oliver Twist by Charles Dickens is a book that exem- 
plifies the human spirit and its resiliency against the cru- 
elty and evil that permeates this world. Dickens does an 
amazing job of examining Oliver's journey toward happi- 
ness and the many obstacles that he encounters along the 
bumpy road there. 

This is a book that, like many of the “classics,” should 
be enjoyed by every reader at least once in his or her life- 
time. 

Oliver Twist is suited for those individuals who enjoy 
reading classic literature. In his lifetime, Dickens wrote 
The Christmas Carol, A Tale of Two Cities, as well as 
many other resilient books that are still counted among 
the best ever written. 

We recommend readers younger than 13 try an 
abridged version of Oliver Twist, simply because the lan- 
guage of the original is difficult. There are also some sit- 
uations and circumstances in the original that are 
watered-down in the abridged versions. 

As always, make sure you ask your parents before you 
begin this book. 

We give Oliver Twist by Charles Dickens an 8 out of 
10 rating. It is an excellent novel that still holds relevan- 
cy after so many years. Modern readers will connect with 
Dickens’ characters, even without having lived in the era. 

Since the publishing of this book, it has been made 
into multiple movies and theatrical productions, and has 
been studied at universities around the world. There is no 
question in our minds that this book is worthy of all the 
praise it has received over the years, and it will continue 
to find readers for many years to come. 

So head on down to a local bookstore or library, and 
pick up a copy of Oliver Twist by Charles Dickens today. 
Just don’t ask for more when you are done!

Locals figure prominently 
in Phillips acceptance letters 


Phillips Academy mailed out acceptance letters on 
March 10 to 449 applicants, representing 39 states, 17 
countries and above all, Andover. Forty-six of those who 
were accepted reside here in town. 

“We don’t have anything like a quota, but I can say 
that we accept more students from Andover than from 
any other city in the world,” said Steve Porter, 
spokesperson for Phillips Academy. 

Out of 1,102 students currently enrolled, more than 
180 are from Andover. 

Phillips accepted about 20 percent of this year’s 
applicants, according to Porter. If each of them should 
choose to enroll next year, 279 would be admitted as 
ninth-graders, 93 as sophmores, 30 as juniors, 40 as 
seniors, and 35 as post-graduate students. Typically, 
about 73 percent of the accepted applicants choose to 
attend, said Porter. They have until April ]0 to decide.

Our top 
two singles players are back, along with 
two doubles starters, and there are a lot of 
strong contenders competing for third sin- 
gles and both doubles pairings,” said Hugh- 
es.

Cullen, 35-year veteran, named to 
Hockey Coaches Hall of Fame

Former Andover High boys varsi- 
ty ice hockey coach Bill Cullen has 
been tabbed for election to the Massa- 
chusetts State High School Hockey 
Coaches Hall of Fame. 

The Andover resident, who retired 
from coaching two years ago and now 
works as a site director for both 
Andover High and the Massachusetts 
Interscholastic Athletic Association, is 
one of four coaches who comprise the 
class of 2006. 

The induction ceremonies will be 
part of the 34th annual State Coaches 
Hall of Fame Dinner set for Thursday 
night, May 11 at Montvale Plaza in 
Stoneham. 

Cullen coached high school hock- 
ey for 35 years overall, including 13 
as head man at Andover (1991-2004),

KITSCH N’ ART 
by Andover artist Betsy Wish 
through April

EST KNOWN FOR PAINTING KID-FRIENDLY murals and whims!- 
cal but loving tributes to what she calls “the lost art” of 
homemaking, artist Betsy Wish is back at her palette. 

This time, she is artist of the month for the Andover Historical 
Society’s Contemporary Andover Artist Series. A selection of this 
Andover artist’s paintings, pastels, collages and boxes opens Satur- 
day, April 1, and is on exhibit for the rest of the month. 

Wish, a longtime town resident, said exhibit viewers will see a 
variety of “people paintings” and a few of her popular collages, 
which typically include aprons, recipes and pieces of quilts. 

Wish is an apron collector and also fond of 1940s vintage mag- 
azines and cookbooks. 

She salutes homemaking in her whimsical paintings, as it is a 
tribute to her late mother, a woman who 
took her role of homemaker seri- 
ously. 

“She made desserts like 
lemon sponge pudding and 
wheat pie, and she set a 
beautiful table every 
night,” Wish said. 

An apron was her 
mom’s uniform, and 
Wish said her paintings 
are a tribute to those 
women of yesteryear }. 
who wore their uni- Fo 
forms proudly “to 
cook, hang wash, gar- 
den and entertain.” 

“Most recently I have 
moved on to working ¥ 
with a new medium, oil ¥ 
pastels (which I frequently 
use with my students), and 
began painting these old gals 
having fun in their kitchens — and 
elsewhere. I now have a series of 
white-haired women 
dancing in their kitchens 
while whipping up pies, 
matzoh balls and all kinds 
of good stuff,’ Wish said. 

Her “Pumpkin Pie 
Lady” looks like anybody’s grandmother, as she is holding a mix- 
ing bowl and wearing both a mitt-style potholder and an apron. A 
recipe for pumpkin pie faintly serves as the background for the 
painting. It’s a typical Wish touch as she often paints recipes faint-

Grimis sets sights on music crown 
Four AHS 2004 grads enjoying the limelight, competition

RIMIS, a musical 
group composed of 
four 2004 Andover 
High graduates, has 
advanced to the second round 
of a music contest that seeks to 
crown “the best band on the 
planet.” 

Tomorrow, Friday, they'll 
compete again to see if they can 
take one step closer to the title. 

“T guess it’s a big interna- 
tional thing,” said Grimis mem- 
ber David Tanklefsky, who 
plays the saxophone, guitar and 
is the lead vocalist for the band. 
The rest of the band consists of 
Lyle Brewer (guitar), Andrew 
Doherty (bass) and Peter 
Michelinie (percussion). 

Tanklesky says the band 
“happened upon” the contest a 
few months ago on the Internet. 
Grimis calls itself a folk/rock 
/indie/jazz band. 

The Emergenza Music Festi- 
val claims to be the largest 
music contest in Europe and 
North America, and aims to 
provide emerging unsigned 
bands looking for exposure 
with a promotional channel on 
the national and European 
music scenes. 

The festival takes place in 
150 cities across America and 
Europe, including Boston, 
where Grimis won the audi- 
ence’s vote at a first round event 
on Jan. 5 at the Middle East 
Club. 

They will compete against 
other first round winners tomor- 
row, Friday, March 31 at the 
same club, on Massachusetts 
Avenue in Cambridge. 

“It’s pretty cool for us to per- 
form downstairs at the Middle 
East,” said Tanklefsky. “We've

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seen some of our favorite bands 
on that stage.” 

The Andover-based quartet 
has come a long way since per- 
forming on the Doherty Middle 
School auditorium stage, as 
members of the sixth-grade 
concert band. Grimis was born 
as a side project of the middle 
school band. 

“When we started off in mid- 
dle school, we played jazz and 
instrumental music,” Tanklefsy 
said. “That's still a real big part 
of our music, but now there’s a 
lot more songwriting.” 
While the band’s music has 
evolved as its members have 
aged, so too has its perspective 
on what it means to be a musi- 


cian. 

“Before, it was just playing 
music.” said Tanklefsky. “We're 
just starting to learn the busi- 
ness and promotional part of it. 
It's a whole other side that 
we've never had to look at.” 

If the band were to win the 
Emergenza competition, the 
business and promotional part 
would be taken care of, as they 
would be awarded a profession- 
al production, a sponsored tour, 
as well as various instruments 
and technical gear. First, how- 
ever, they'd have to win two 
more Boston rounds after Fri- 
day’s, which would take place 
at the Paradise Rock Club and 
at Avalon, before reaching the 


national finals in New York, fol- 
lowed by the international finals 
in Germany. Tanklefsky said 
they plan to take it one show at 
a time. 

“T like our chances (on Fri- 
day night),” he said. “But a lot 
of it depends on how many peo- 
ple we can get to show up. Even 
if it doesn’t work out, it will be 
a good way for us to get some 
real exposure.” 

Grimis will be performing at 
10:30 p.m. on the downstairs 
stage at the Middle East Club. 
Tickets for the 18-and-over 
show are $10 in advance and

In spring, robins appear in 
our yards. 

We recognize a robin by its 
red-orange chest and gray- 
brown back and wings. 

We hear its cheerful song 
in the early morning and 
evening. A male robin sings, 
“Cheerily, cheer up, cheer up, 
cheerily, cheer up!" 

In the summer, robins are 
found all the way from Texas 
to Alaska and Canada. 

In the fall, robins disap- 
pear from our lawns. We don't 
see robins at winter bird 
feeders. 

People think all the robins 
have flown south for the win- 
ter. Not necessarily! 

Robins who live in Canada 
and a few northern states do 
migrate south during the cold 
months. They range south all 
the way to Mexico. But rob- 
ins are still found in most of 
the United States, even in 
winter. 

So where are the neigh- 
borhood robins during the 
cold weather? They are look- 
ing for food! 

Robins don't eat seeds. 
They eat bugs and fruit, 
which are harder to find in 
the winter. 

Fortunately, robins “talk” 
to each other well. When a 
robin finds food in the win- 
ter, the news spreads. Soon, 
the robins are gathered into 
large feeding flocks. A winter 
flock can include thousands of 
robins 

In the spring, yards green 
up. The bugs and earthworms

Adult robins like to eat 
earthworms in the morn- 
ing and fruit in the af- 
ternoon. Baby robins, 
however, like earth- 
worms best. That 
means robin parents 
must catch worms all 
day. 

A pair of robins can 
have three batches of babies 
each summer. There are three 
to five blue eggs in each 
batch 

The eggs hatch in about 
two weeks. Both parents feed 
the babies for about two 
weeks in the nest. Then, the 
babies leave the nest. The fa- 
ther takes care of them for 
two more weeks. 

In the meanwhile, the 
mother lays another batch of 
eggs. Once the new eggs 
hatch, the month-old robins 
are on their own. 

Life is hard for baby birds. 
From those 9 to 15 eggs, one 
or two young robins will make 
it to November.

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Connected by the Frenches 


In her book, Andover, a Century of 
Change, 1896 - 1996 (Published by the 
Andover Historical Society, 1995), Eleanor 
Motley Richardson wrote that “Newly arrived 
immigrants, Scots-Irish in particular, could 
get emergency help through Mary Dalton at 
the Metropolitan, 42 Main St. The secret was 
a silent benefactor, Mary Wentworth French, 
one-time member of the School Committee. 
Her husband, Edward V. French, was presi- 
dent of ArkwrightInsurance Company and 
board chairman of Factory Mutual Insurance 
Company.” (p. 24). 

Mary Dalton was my jm 
grandmother. The Metropolitan was a bakery she 
owned, and the time period was approximately 
1907 to 1918. Mary Wentworth French and her 
husband wanted their generosity to remain a 
secret. The only reason the secret was not kept 
forever is that my Aunt Frances, as a child, often 
overheard conversations at the Metropolitan. 
Some of the talk was between my grandmother 
and the needy immigrants, and other conversa- 
tions were between my grandmother and Mrs. 
French. My Aunt Frances grew up to be the head 
of the Andover public schools’ art department 
and a respected artist who did hundreds of por- 
traits in her life. She died almost 20 years ago. 
Late in her life, my aunt told me about “Mrs. 
French,” identifying her by last name only. When 
I inquired who Mrs. French was, my aunt would 
go no further, perhaps thinking she had said 
enough — even though it was then more than 60 
years after Mrs. French’s generosity. 

As years passed, I came to believe that my 
aunt told me the story to be sure that Mrs. 
French would someday be remembered for the 
gifts that saved many families from total paucity. When Eleanor 
Motley Richardson was doing research for her book, I told her the 
story of “Mrs. French,” believing that it was time to set the record 
straight. Richardson dug out the rest of the facts quoted above. Until 
I read her book, I had no idea exactly who Mrs. French was. (I am 
not an historian, and I only recently came upon that section of her 
book.) 

In February of this year, Peg Blake, who grew up in Andover and 
lived in town much of her life, sent me an e-mail in response to a 
column I wrote. In it, she stated that my Aunt Frances painted her 
portrait twice. One was a huge portrait to display in my aunt’s stu- 
dio, the other a small portrait for Peg’s family to keep. Peg has that 
small portrait now. Her e-mail said, “But the interesting thing about 
it is that on the back is an unfinished portrait of your mother... I 
never knew your mother was on the other side until my parents died 
and I took the portrait.” 

I was surprised and delighted. I never knew that a portrait of my 
mother existed. My mother didn’t like sitting for snapshots, never-

mind portraits. She obviously did sit for her portrait, but I’m guess- 
ing that she didn’t like the painting, and thus it was unfinished. 
Alternatively, it is possible that my aunt disliked it. She was a per- 
fectionist about her own work and was quick to reject it. She often 
painted on both sides of a canvas or wood she was using, and she'd 
frame the side she preferred. 

Peg Blake’s maiden name was Denoncourt and her Dad, Roland 
Denoncourt, worked for the Frenches. The French family lived in 
the beautiful house at 20 School St. In the late *30s and ‘40s, my 
aunt had a studio in their barn. The connection between my family 
and the French family had continued. I had my portrait painted in 
that studio when I was very young. All my life, I'd assumed that my 

aunt’s studio had been in the back of Burton 
4) Flagg’s nearby property, and, like many false 
| assumptions, I never questioned it. I didn’t know 
of the French family on School Street. 

No doubt, the Frenches allowed my aunt to 
use the studio for no rent. It was during the Great 
Depression when my aunt moved into the studio, 
and very few artists were earning a living. My 
aunt would have offered to do the French family 
portraits — whether she was remunerated beyond 
that I'll never know. I’d venture that the French- 
es’ generosity would have prevailed. 

Peg and I have exchanged several e-mails, 
and she is an interesting correspondent. She 
went out of her way to take a picture of my 
mother’s portrait and attach it to an e-mail. I 
thought the painting was beautiful. 

On our recent trip to Andover, my wife and I 
visited Peg. We looked at both sides of the pic- 
ture and my wife immediately recognized that 
Peg’s likeness appears in other paintings done 
by my aunt. When Peg described a large portrait 
of her brother, I knew where that painting was, 
and I believe that he too appears in other paint- 
ings. For years, I'd wondered who it was that 
my aunt used as subjects for her non-portrait paintings. She had 
enjoyed being vague on the subject of who they were, once saying 
to me that they were mostly people she had seen in Andover and 
North Andover. Indeed she had seen them; in fact, she probably had 
done their portraits. 

My mother’s painting was incomplete, but its unfinished quality 
is mostly in the background. Looking closely at the painting, I could 
see why both my aunt and mother might not have liked it. Never- 
theless, for me it was a gift to see the only portrait of my mom of 
which I am aware. My wife took several pictures of it, and they have 
turned out to be good enough to put in small frames. (I'll give each 
of my two brothers a picture for their birthdays, but don’t tell them.) 

Peg and I both lived in the same area most of our lives, and it’s 
surprising that we'd not met before. For years, Peg was a mainstay 
at the Arlington Trust Bank in Lawrence. I think she knew just 
about everyone in the business community. When I started practic- 
ing law in Lawrence, we both went to Morin’s, a then Lawrence 
landmark, for coffee and lunch. We probably saw each other dozens

of times. She married her co-worker at the bank, Carl Blake, who 
was a well-liked executive. He passed away a few years ago, and 
Peg now spends some of her time at the Andover Senior Center, and 
often drives folks to hospital or doctor visits. 

In her correspondence, Peg explained that none of the French 
family lives in town today. Peg recounted numerous tales of their 
beneficence, but made me promise not to be specific in my column. 
However, I don’t think Mrs. Blake would mind me saying that the 
Frenches were a loving and kind couple. They shared their wealth 
with many needy people in Andover, especially struggling immi- 
grants, and yet the Frenches themselves lived quite simply. They 
and Peg Blake are the kind of people that make Andover a great 
place.
